COUNCIL. 


YE MAYOR COMES DOWN LIKE 
A THOUSAND OF BRICK, 


And Exposes a Game Put Up by 
the Sewer-bond Manipulators— 
The West End Water Difficul- 
ties—The Council Resolutes on 
the Sale of Sewer Bonds. 


The City Council met in the new 
chamber in the City Hall for the first 
time yesterday morning, with all of 
the members present. There were no 
special ceremonies connected with the. 
dedication of the new chamber. The 
furniture had been arranged on the 
floor of the chamber, and chairs placed 
in the gallery for the use of spectators, 
and the members of the Council, city 
Officials and others dropped in as usual 
and took their places, discussing the 
new order of things informally while 


they waited for the proceedings to 

commence. 

At 10:30 o’clock President Franken- 

field took the chair and called the 

meeting to order, and, after the callin 

. the roll, delivered the following ad- 
ress: 


Gentlemen of the Council: I desire at 
this time to give you a slight history of the 
cause which led to the building of this, the 
ee Hall, and the beautiful chamber 
which we are now for the first time per- 
mitted to enjoy. 

About three years ago the then City Coun- 
cil, of which [ was a miémber, conceived 
the idea of building a city ball suitable for 
the demands of our growing city. We had 
no money and did not wish to issue bonds 
or ask the people to vote them. A commit- 
tee was appointed to devise some plan by 
which we could raise money to build with. 
The city then owned the ground upon 
which now stands the utiful Bryson- 
Bonebrake block. The idea prevailed that 
the best thing to do was tosell the ground 
which had been set aside for a city hall 
and purchase a cheaper location. 

The Council thereupon ordered the sale 
of the city lot, and sold the same to Mr. 
Brysen at the neat sum of $120,000. Thus 
you will see we had means at once to 
operate with. The Council at once ad- 
vertised for offers of property suitable for a 
city hali. Many sites were offered, among 
which was the present site, also the block 
known as the “St. Vincent College block,” 
which, to the regret of many, was rejected, 
and as the years of time roll on we shall be- 
come more satisfied the Council made a 
great mistake. 

Right here 1 wish to say that had it not 
been for the same cry which is made today 
against the Council of corruption, boodle, 
jobs, ete., we should today the happy 
owners of that valuable piece of progeny 
known as the “St. Vincent block.” ho 
of the same class.of croakers will dare to- 
day to say that #1 of the city’s money has 
been corruptly used in the construction of 
this building or the purchase of the ground 
upon which it stands. 

The Council at the time consisted of such 
men as Sinsabaugh, Jones, Breed, Goss, 
Kubrts, Holbrook, Hyams, Perry and 
others of like character. So that, gentle- 
men of the Council, you must not wonder 
at the vile and slanderous tongue which is 
daily directed at you. It was ever thus. 
And now let us so conduct ourselves by 
being faithful to our trust, so that whatever 
may be said of us now, thatin after years 
the public will say, ‘‘Well done, good and 
faithful servauts.”” As time at last sets 


all things even, soit is sure to bein our 
case. May this beautiful building stand as 
a monument (as it is), a credit to all who 
were instumental in its construction. 

The reading of the address was lis- 
tened to with marked attention, and 
onthe conclusion the President’s re- 


and stated that as M. L. Wicks and 
Judge Widney were present and de- 
sired to address the Council, he moved 
that they be heard. 

The motion prevailed, and Mr. Wicks, 
as president of the Girls’ Home, spoke 
at some length in favor of allowing, 
Mrs. Watson a salary for her work in 
reclaiming young girls. 

Judge Widney followed in the same 
vein; declaring that it was not safe for 
a young girl to walk the streets of Los 
Angeles alone, and saying that the de- 
bauchery of girls was carried to such 
an extent.as to justify the organization 
of a vigilance committee. He also 
stated that in a recent conversation 
with a judge of the city the gentleman 
stated that the provocation was enough 
to justify a popular uprising of the 
people. He thought that Mrs. Watson 
had done good work, and he thought 
she should be paid a salary. 

Mr. Hamilton said that from what 
he knew something should be done. 
Young girls had been followed to their 
homes and insulted, and he, for one, 
was in favor of protecting the wives 
and daughters of the citizens, if neces- 
sary, With arevolver. He moved that 
the City Attorney be instructed to 
draw up an ordinance empowering the 
Police Commissioners to provide em- 
ployment for a woman, in addition to 


especial protection of young girls. 

r. Bonsall seconded the motion, 
and, after brief remarks by Mr. Wirs- 
ching, it was adopted. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as heretofore published in 
THE TIMEs, was read, and the various 
recommendations adopted. 

The City Attorney’s report was pre- 
sented, which attention is called to the 
action of the Citizens’ Water Company 
in charging higher rates than are 
allowed by law, and. also its failure 
to provide water for the citizens of the 
a End. ‘The City Attorney further 
adds: 


For months past this company has failed 
to properly supply the citizens with water; 
in some instances they have been without 
water for a week at a time, and nowhere in 
this district has the supply of water been 
run regularly for the past month, and the 
citizens have had to watch their chances 
and catch enough water—-while it was on, 
to supply them while it was off. 

The people have patiently waited for 
some months upon the promises of the com- 
pany that they would within a shorttime 

ave suflicieut pumps to give them a full 
supply of water at all times, but these 
promises have not been fulfilled and the sup- 
ply of water is getting less every day. 

n addition to their failure to supply the 
proper amounts of water, this company has 
systematically charged consumers from $1 
to #2 more than the rates prescribed by the 
Council, and in seme instances where the 
parties have refused to pay such over- 
charges they have been cut off from water. 
‘The secretary of the company has informed 
me that the company does not propose to 
adhere to the rates fixed by the Council, 
giving aS a reason that they cannot supply 
the water at these rates without loss. 

It is certainly bad en to be without 
water from one-third to one-half of the time, 
bat when the company demands water rates 
for the full month at an amount much 
greater than that allowed by the ordinance, 

t certainly requires some attention on the 
part of your honorable body. I would 
recommend that immediate steps be taken 
looking to the forfeiture of any rights this 
company has to the use of the waters of the 
Los Angeles River, and that the city pro- 
ceed to take the works of this compiny, as 
provided in their lease, and operate the 
same, or that the water which has been ap- 
propriated by this company be leased toan 
responsible individual or company which 
will guarantee that they will properly sup- 
ply the iuhabitants of the district and charge 
obly the rates established by this Council.

A BOMB SHELL. 


THE MAYOR RESENTS AN AT 
TEMPT TO IGNORE HIM 


And Foist a Ruinous Contract Upon 
the City—Desperate Attempt of 
the Sewer-bond Workers to Sup- 
press a Message—The Rose Con- 
tract. 


Yesterday was a Waterloo for the 
sewer ring, and when the sun went 
down last night it was generally con- 
ceded that the last hope of the boodlers 
sank with it. Ever since the Rose 
contract was passed by the Council, 
and the announcement was made that 
an undisputed right of way to the sea 
had been secured, Mayor Hazard has 
been waiting for the document to be 
presented to him for his approval, as is 
customary in osuch cases. It never 
came, and Sunday Mr. Hazard deter- 
mined to look into the matter for him- 
self. He called on Clerk Teed, and 
from him secured the contract, the 
full text of which is as follows: 


SECTION 1. This indenture made and 
entered into the 3d of July, 1889, by and be- 
tween Anderson Rose of Santa Monica 
county of Los Angeles, State of 
California, the party of the first part, and 
the City of Los Angeles (of the same county 
and State), a municipal corporation organ- 
ized and existing under the laws of tho 
State of California, party of the second 
part, witnesseth: That, saving his rights 
under the reservations, conditions, coven- 
ants and agreements, hereinafter set forth 
(upon the conditions herein contained and 
in consideration of the covenants and a ; 
ments herein set forth, that are to be done, 
kept and performed by the second pee 
hereto, and the sum of $1, to him in han 
paid by the said second party, the receipt 
whereof is hereby said first

The reason why the document was 
never presented to the Mayor is at 

nce apparent. In the original copy 
the words ‘“‘its Mayor’ are scratched 
out, and the words ‘tthe City Clerk” 
are inserted, showing that the time- 
honored custom had been departed 
from, and, instead of having the con- 
tract signed by the Mayor, the Council 


by special legislation, had empowered be 


the City Clerk to perform this act. 
Mayor Hazard never saw this contract 
until Sunday, and as soon as he read 


thing was apparent to him. The city 


was literally tied up, hand and 
foot, and absolutely at the 
mercy of Rose. There was not 


the slightest loophole of escape, no 
provision for any possible contingen- 
cies, but sverpting was put in Rose’s 
hauds, and the city was left without 
even the recourse to the courts; but the 
slightest infraction of any one of the 
conditions on which the right of way 
was granted, of which there were some 
40 odd, entailed the forfeiture of not 
only the land, but all that portion of 
the sewer which ran through it, giving 
Rose, in case every condition is not 
fulfilled, the absolute right to stop up 
the sewer. Nor was this all. Rose is 
iven the absolute control of every 
nch of sewage that passes through his 
ranch. The city is forbidden to use 
one inch, but every particle that is not 
utilized by Rose must be emptied into 
the ocean.

ent, the Mayor deterfnined to call the 
attention of the Couneil to the glarin 
inconsistencies of the document, an 
set about preparing a message to this 
effect. The first intimation that the 
Council had of anything of the kind 
was yesterday morning, when it was 
rumored that such a message was be- 
ing prepared. This became a cer- 
tainty toward the noon hour, when it 
was transmitted to the Council, but 
was held back until after the adjourn- 
ment for lunch. 

During the recess President Frank- 
enfield waited on Mayor Hazard, and 
pleaded with him long and earnestly 
to withhold the message until after the 
election, urging that its presentation 
at this time would be fatal to the 
bonds. The Mayor stood firm, and de- 
clined to recede from the position he 
had taken. He pointed out the unfair 
advantage which was sought to be 
taken of the people, the underhand 
manner in which it was intended to 
eet the scheme through by having the 

jerk sign the contract for the city, 
instead of himself, for the reason that 
it must have been known that neither 
himself nor any other mgan who had 
the best interests of the city at heart 
could have conscientiously put his 
name to the contract in the shape 
it which it was, and stood firm in the 
position which he had taken. So en- 
grossed was Mr. Frankenfield in trying 
to persuade the Mayor to withhold the 
message that he forgot about the meet- 
ing of the Council at 20’clock. and it 
was 20 minutes past that hour when he 
gave up the task and appeared in the 
Council chamber, where the proceed- 
ings were under way, with Mr. Bonsall 
in the chair. 

Shortly after Mr. Frankenfield had 
taken the chair Clerk Teed announced 
that a message had been received from 
the Mayor, and as that official took his 
position in the center of the chamber, 
the members gathered around him, so 
that nothing would be missed. The 
Clerk then read the message, which is 
as follows: 

‘To the Honorable Council of the City of 
Los Angeles: The city has an outstanding

Then why should 
the city be prevented by conditions in the 
contract with Kose trom the use of this 
sewage? The sewage is discharged into 
the ocean beyond it, and is utilized on the 
land of Rose this side of it, but none must 
used on this land. ‘There must have 
beer a purpose in preventing the city from 
using any of this sewage on its own lands, 
bounded on botb sides as it will be by sewer 
matter. ‘lo use any of this water on this 
land the city will forfeit to Mr. Rose so 
much of the system as passes over his land, 
and without further ceremoay he can enter 
and take possession and stop up the sewer. 
By this contract we have got to discharge all 
the sewage flowing through Rose’s land 
into the Pacific Ocean; a drop cannot be 
diverted or used. After the construction of 
this sewer system, a failure on the part of 
the city to comply with any one of the 
forty odd conditions contained in this con- 
tract with Mr. Rose authorizes him to block 
up your sewer, and you have no remedy, 
because that isthe condition under which 
you enter. Contracts are usually drawn 
containing covenants that can be enforced 
by law or damages obtained for failure to 
erform the same, but in this case a for- 
eiture of the sewer, and the further right 
to use the same on Rose’s grounds is pro- 


vided as a penalty, and that in very plain} B. P

language. Ifa right of way cannot be ob- 
tained of Mr. Rose freed from these oner- 
ous conditions, then the right should be ob- 
tained by condemnation proceedings. If

The common- 
est safeguards had been utterly 
neglected, and the city’s interest left 
absolutely unprotected. He spoke of 
the manner in which his functions as 
the Chief Executive of the city 
had been usurped, and _ the 
City Clerk authorized to sign 
the document, for the reason, 
he supposed, that they must have 
known tnat he could not, as a lawyer, 
have signed such a document, by this 
action yo saying that he could 
have nothing to do with the sewers. 
Mayor Hazard said that, up to this 
time, he had favored the bonds, but 
after reading the contract, he wished 
to be put down in opposition to them, 
and he did not see how any man of honor 
could vote for the bonds with such a con- 
tract hanging over their heads. He, for 
one, Was against them. 

During the interview Councilman 
Wirsching of the Ninth Ward, accom- 
panied by Mr. Ellis of Boyle Heights, 
now employed inthe Street Superin- 
tendent’s -office, came into the office. 
Mr. Wirsching remarked to the Mayor 
that he had killed the bonds, as the 
message would cost the measure 1000 
votes, and asked him why he had not 
delayed the document. His Honor re- 
plied that if such were the case, he 
could not help it, but he did not pro-

THE GARRETT CASE. | 


A -REGUUAR MAZE OF ALL- 
ROUND LYING. 


Josie Corbett on the Witness Stand 
Under a Fire of Cross-questions 
—Some @hings She Remembers 
Very Well, but Others Not at 
AIL 


Yesterday in Justice Lockwood’s 
court was déyoted to the cross-examin- 
ation of Josie: Corbett, who at one time 
in the several Garrett-Edgecomb cases. 
was a somewhat remarkable witness 
for Capt. Garrett, against whom she 
appeared yesterday. The effort yester- 
day of Mr. Williams, Garrett’s attor- 
ney, was particularly to catch her in 
contradictory statements and generally 
to show her unreliability. In the lat- 
ter he succeeded, but not so well in the 
Between the refusal of the 
witness to answer his questions or her 
seemingly poor memory and objections 
of the District Attorney and his assist- 
ant at critical times, and adverse rul- 
ings of the Qourt, Mr. Williams fared 
rather hardly. After being knocked 
out several times by Mr. Payton with 
objections immediately following crit- 
ical questions, he made it very interest- 
ing for a fewmoments during the after- 
noon with a round denunciation of At- 
torney Payton and his associate, charg- 
ing them With purposely interposing 
objections designed to guide the wit- 
ness. 

Justice Lockwood’s firmness soon re- 
stored order, however, and Mr. Payton 
disclaimed the motives imputed to him. 

Before courtopened in the morning 
Mr. Williams showed a decided dispo- 
sition to propecute Miss Corbett for 
padre! “offset this, Mr. Payton 

emanded thé fragments of a state- 
ment of what she should testify to in 
the case against Edgecomb, alleged by 
her to have been written wi Capt.

THE MAYOR SPRINGS A MINE, 


The worst blow which the boodlers 
have received, since the opening of the 
campaign, came yesterday in the shape 
of a message from the Mayor, on the 
sewer question. It produced marked 
consternation in the boodlers’ camp, 
which they were too nervous to con- 
ceal. 
From time to time, it has been as- 
seried that the city was paying a big 
price for right of way across Mr. An- 
derson RoSe’s land, in giving him 50 
inches of sewage out of a possible 
100. It has also been hinted that the 
conditions of the agreement with Mr. 
Rose tied the city up in a very dan- 
gerous manner, but nobody dreamed 
that the matter was so _ bad 
as it is now shown to. be. 
In: fact, without practical demon- 
stration in black and white, no 
sane person could for a moment 
imagine that a city would seriously 
propose to tie itself up in this manner, 
even though the members of that city’s 
legislature are hungering and thirsting 
for the pickings and stealings which 
will be theirs, if this disgraceful 
scheme is put through during their 
term of office. | 

The conditions of this precious con- 
tract might have remained a secret un- 
til now, but for an accident, for the 
Council, fully aware of the fact that 
Mr. Hazard, asa lawyer, would at once 
see the outrageous character of the in- 
strument, and, as an honest man, 
would refuse to sign it, had taken the 
underhand and extraordinary—if not 
illegal—course of having the contract 
signed by the City Clerk, instead of the 
Mayor, who had not seen it until Sun- 
day. This of itself is an admission— 
if an admission were needed—that the 
contract is something to be ashamed 
of, but the mere perusal of the docu- 
ment, as published by us this morning, 
is enough. 


There are over 40 onerous conditions 
in thecontract. One forfeits the rights 
of the city, in case of failure to keep a 
continuous flow, but perhaps the most 


| extraordinary and outrageous provision 


of this most outrageous agreement is 
that which makes it obligatory for the 
city to carry into the ocean all the 
sewage that is not deposited on Mr. 
Rose’s land! That is to say, a drop 
cannot be diverted or used. Should 
the city desire to fertilize any of 
the sandy land which it purchases, | 
it cannot do so. After Mr. Rose has 
received his quantity of half the city’s 
surplus sewage, the rest must abso- 
lutely be dumped into the ocean, for 
what reason it is difficult to conceive, 
unless it be for the same reason which 
induces San Francisco fruit merchants 
| siorfilly-damp waterielods into 


the bay—in order to raise the value of 


the remaining stock. | 
In short, the purport of this con- 
tract cannot be better or more con- 
cisely stated than in the words of 
Mayor Hazard, who said yesterday 
to a Times reporter: “Every right 
and privilege that should have 
been held for the protection of the 
community has been deliberately sac- 
rificed, and the absolute control of the 
entire sewer has been placed 
in the hands of one individual, 
who, for any trifling failure to fulfill 
either one of the forty odd provisions 
of the contract, is guaranteed the right 
to stop up the sewer and enter upon 
the full possession of his land.”’ 

This message sounds the death-knell 
of the Ballona steal.

millions. Before that outrageous 
scheme is completed—should it ever 


cause men toil with their hands, they } 


be completed—and the lateral con- 
nections made, a large amount of 
property would have been forfeited, 
-and most of that property, it is need- 
less to say, would be the property of 
poor men. 

But, returning to the question of 
labor, is ita fact that the building of 
the Ba}lona sewer would prove such a 
bonanza to the unemployed laboring 
men of Los Angeles? Let us see! 

The Council has refused to accede to 
the request of the workingmen to 
-have the work on the sewers performed 
by day labor. That was not down on 
the Council’s programme. It has also 
refused to confine the work on sewers 
to voters, or to residents of Los Ange- 


les. A resolution to that affect 
was introduced a week or _ s80 
ago, but it was quietly ‘“‘re- 


ferred” away somewhere, wheres it 
will remain’ safely perdu until the 
election is over. There is, therefore, 
absolutely nothing to prevent the 
favored gentlemen who are to receive 
the contracts for the sewers—and the 
division is said to have already been 
made—from hiring labor wherever 
they can find it, at the lowest price 
which will be accepted. Is any Los 
Angeies workingman simple enough 
to believe that these contractors will 
pay one cent a day more than they are 


forced to; when a cent a day 
may mean several thousand dollars 
out of their pockets in the 


course of two years? No, indeed! 
The city charter may prohibit the 
hiring of Chinamen, but it does not 
forbid the sending east for Hun- 
garian and Italian laborers, to whom 
the ordinary wages of a Chinese sec- 
tion hand in this State would seem 
high. If men cannot be had for 
less than a dollar a day, they will be 
paid a dollar, but not otherwise. And 
this is the quality of the pottage for 
which the boodlers ask Los Angeles 
laborers to sell their birthright—their 
votes! The workingmen would indeed 
be something a little more—or less— 
than human, if they did not indig- 
nantly resent so gross an insult to their 
honor and intelligence. 

In short, when the boodlers count 
upon the workingmen to help them pull 
their 1,280,000 chestnuts out of the 
fire, they are most completely deceived.

TEKRIBLE DISASTER. 
Wreck of a Train Loaded 
Grand Army Men. 

STREATOR (Iil.), Aug. 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A vestibule train on the 
Santa Fé route, running between Kansas 
City and Chicago, met with a serious acci- 
dent at Kinsman, 15 miles north of here, 
this morning. The train was heavily 
loaded with Grand Army veterans and 
friends bound for the Milwaukee encamp- 
ment. By the spreading of the rails two 
Pullman sleepers anda dining “car_were 
thrown from the track down a steep en- 
bankment 40 feet. In all probably 50 per- 
sons were hurt, 

Three of the injured are reported to have 
since died, one of the three being Mrs. 
Grace Peiers of Emporia, Kan. Exact in- 
formation is hard to obtain, owing 
to the extreme reticence of the rail- 
way company. Tne accident was 
cause by a chair car, which was 
the third bebind the engine, jumping the 
track. It was ditched instantly, taking 
with it three sleepers behind. A rail was 
found projecting through tue bottom of the 
chair-car and out of tae side about three 
jeet from the bottom. The car was 
full of passengers, and the scene 
when the car left the track was exciting 
in the extreme. The train was running at 
a high rate of speed. ‘The track where the 
derailment occurred is understood to have 
been in poor condition, Itis believed if the 
train had been of ordinary agen instead 
of vestibuled the loss of life would have 
been fifty.

San Francisco, Aug. 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The cruiser Charleston, 
which put into San Pedro Bay on Saturday 
morning, after having made a successful 
trial run of six hours on the previous day, 
left there at 6 o’clock on Saturday evening 
tor San Francisco and arrived here this 
morning.

Two Ships and Much Grain Burned 
—Losses $500,000. 
Port Costa, Aug. 26.—[By the Associ- 


ated Press.j| Fire occurred at McNear’s 


warehouse this morning and spread to the 
shipping, involving a loss of many thousand 
dollars. The American wooden ship Ar- 
menia and the British wooden ship Hons- 


d| moore were burned to the water’s edge. 
They were valued at about $40,000 each. | 


The Armenia had 200 tons and the Hons- 
moore 800 tons of grain aboard. ‘The spars 
of the British iron ship Kenilworth were 
also burned. The British ship Lansdale 
was towed into the stream and saved. One 
warehouse was destroyed. ‘The fire is still 
basing, but under control. 

The fire started about 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Efforts were made at once to save the 
freight cars on the dock, but about 35 cars, 
one-fourth of which were loaded with grain 
were burned. A stiff wind was blowing off 
shore and the flames soon communicated 
with the shipping. The Armenia, Kenil- 
worth and Honsmoore were on fire in a few 
minutes. There was only one small engine 
available. The origin of the fire is not 
known. | 

The loss is greater than at first supposed 
and may reach nearly $500,000.. Great quan- 
tities of wheat were stored in the warehouse 
and on the ships, and it is estimated that 
$250,000 worth of it was destroyed. The 
loss on the ships, wharves, warehouse and 
cars will probably reach nearly $250,000 
more.

A ROUSING DEMONSTRATION ON 
THE EAST SIDE. 


Speeches by Oo. O. Trantum, Ex-Jus- 
tice R. A. Ling, C. M. Wells and 
OtWers—Truc Milk in the Cocoa- 
nut Made Manifest — Spanish 
Meeting. 


Moore’s Hall, East Side,was filled to 
overflowing last night, there being over 
200 people present. It was a lively 
and enthusiastic as well as a large 
meeting. | 

L. M. Brown was chosen chairman, 
R. V. McSorley secretary, the chair- 
man being the financial secretary of 
the East Side Chamber of Commerce. 

Ex-Justice R. A. Ling opened the 
meeting in a brief and effective speech, 
after which O. O. Trantum was intro- 
duced. 

“I may be a silurian, a fossil, a bar- 
nacle,”’ he said, “though I am not op- 
posed to a fair, sanitary sewer system. 
But 1 am opposed to the proposed 
sewer scheme.

“This system now proposed is not 
at all the one many people suppose 
they are voting upon. The $508,000 
proposed for storm drains was not in 
the system adopted by the Council in 
1887. In that plan there were 15 main 
sewers for the benefit of the people, 
aside from the intercepting sewers, of 
course. ‘I'he system coutemplated the 
taking of the sewage southward and 
then westward to Redondo, on the line 
of which, Mr. Herring said, there were 
6000 acres suitable to use sewage for 
irrigation, of which 2000 or 3000 acres 
would be ample to use the sewage of 
the city when its population reaches 
200,000. The proposition we are now 
voting on is to appropr.ate $1,280,000 to 
build storm sewers for the benefit of 
the corporations to which the people 
of this city have given franchises, and 
for the benefit of the South Side Irri- 
gation Company.

THE SAN JUAN MURDER. 


A STEPSON OF CHARLES AC- 
CUSED OF THE CRIME. 


Circumstances of tho Assassination 
Detailed—A Family Feud Sup-

They re- 
port that as yet no definite clew is ob- 
tainable as to the identity of the mur- 
derer of Charles. In a dying state- 
ment made by the deceased, the name 
of Emelio Lopera is given as probably 
the perpetrator cf the deed. The lat- 
ter is a stepson of Charles, and it 
would appear from the fact that in a 
will made just previous to his death 
deceased jeft the bulk of his property 
to his second wife and daughter, show- 
ing disfavor toward Lopera, that the 
affair is the outeome of afamily feud. 

The circumstances of the killing, as 
narrated by Charles, are as follows: 
About 10:30 Saturday night Charles 
proceeded to a shed or addition in the 
rear of his residence to get some to- 
bacco with which to fill his pipe. Upon 
entering the shed he struck a match, 
and almost:immediately he was shot. 
The assassin had secreted himself in 
the place and was evidently awaiting a 
favorable opportunity to commit the 
deed, the circumstances of Charles en- 
tering ashe did in the dark making it 
sty easy for him to carry out bis de- 
sign. 

The outlaw, Morales, who is still be- 
ing pursued, is yet given the credit of 
having committed the crime, and until 
both men are captured the exact truth 
will probably not be known. 

Charles was widely known through- 
out the country, and is reputed to be 
quite well off. The land upon which 
he lived, consisting of 1800 acres, is 
situated about two. miles from San 
Juan Capistrano, and is valuable. In 
a statement made to Marshal Insley 
before his death, Charles said that he 
thought Lopera shot him, although 
Insley stated to your correspondent 
that no definite information was given 
on the point. That both the sus- 
pected men will be arrested is only a 
matter of time. The country is being 
thoroughly scoured and no clew will 
be left without being traced by the 
officers. 

A Coroney’s jury rendered a verdict 
in the inquest and held that Henry 
Charles came to his death from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by an unknown 
person or persons. 

The residence of a Mr. Cline was 
robbed lasi: night by someon - evidently 
familiar with the premises. The win- 
dow of a room occupied by two per- 
sons was raised and the wearing ap- 
parel of the men was taken and con- 
tents appropriated. . About $50 was the 
amount of the haul. A young man 
who is an acquaintance of the family 
is suspected, and will probably be ar- 
rested. F.
